BARBED WIRE. 


for Years, 
Many tons of barbed wire for fenc- 
ing have been sent into the country 


from Renv during the past few weeks, 
wnd there is still a large quantity at 
the depot awaiting shipment. This 
suggests an item, and the agricultural 
editor of the GazeTTe gives the 
following advice to its farmer readers: 
[In building wire fence the chiet re- 
quirement is an immovable end post. 
Several years’ experience has taught 
that an end post needs to be set very 
firmly, to be of extra size and length, 
and so well braced that there can be 
no possible chance for it to be pulled 
over. The t had best be set three 
and a half feet, and the first post ten 
feet from it so that it may serve fur 4 
“foot” for the brace. In carrying 
wire over the ‘“‘ups and downs” of the 
land, it is disposed to “run,” and the 
fence can be made much stronger, and 
also guard against thie, by setting 
every tenth post three feet, and tamp- 
ing it with small stones so as to hold 
it secure. Then in crossing hollows 
the tendency of the wire is to “ lift,” 
so that in the lowest places extra care 
should be taken to set one or more 
posts very deep and secure, so that 
they cannot be affected by the con- 
traction of the wire. Galvanized wire 
is thé best. Its cost is only one 
cent per pound more than the 
painted, which is in realty no pro- 
tectiun to the metal, fer it soon peels 
off, and then to save the iron from 

rust it has to be painted, and those 

only who have painted a barbed wire 
fence can enter into the spirit of a 
recital,

Refrigerator Cars, 
The new method of shipping fresh 
meat bids fair to revolutionize the 


butchering business. Refrigerator 
cars, with acapacity of 600 quarters 
of beef each, equal to 150 live cattle, 
are being constructed, by which fresh 
meat can be shipped from the West 
to any part of the country, landing 
the meat as firm and fresh as when it 
left the West. The immense eaving 
in cost of transportation thus brought 
about has already reduced the price 
of fresh meat in New York one third. 
Meat that sold for eighteen cents is 
now selling for ten and twelve. Mr. 
Armour of Chicago, the head of the 
greatest purk packing house in the 
world, expresses the opinion that this 
trade will soon assume gigantic pro- 
portions, and will revolutionize the 
business of supplying fresh meats. It
